And the Committee of Eſtates Ordains the toreſaids Com- 
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mittees 0 ule all diligence for performing the forefaids du-

Reitgion,the peace of the Kingdom, and the pieſervacion of 
the Prince his Highnoiie Perſon, And thastthey fall not £0 
make report eothe Committee of Eſtates of this Ringdone 
within fx dayes af er the dayes of Randevouſe r!ſpeZ7eme 
above written aisigned tothe Committees of the Shirts re» 
ſpectiv? as 15 af oretaid, And if the Commintees of the Shires 
be remiie in their meetings,or in PUTTING Their Oders £9 exe 


ecnrion, thatche Coloneis with ſuch of the Commirtee as. 


are willing £0 joyn with them,conveen upon al occaſions for 
putting their Orders {0 Execution; and for doing every thing 
HA may tucther this preſent Levie , deing alwayes compt- 
45;z for thetr proceedings to the Committee of Eitates. And 
i£ any perion of perfons,ot what degree,qualttie or condition 
ioever,ſhail offer to oppole or obſtruct by violence the reſ0- 
lution of the Commitree Of Eftates, with power to the faids 
Commutees and Colonels, to uſe all meanes to compoſe 
chem,and tt neeg be, to puriye the raifers oithe tumules,and 
the publick oppolers of the reſolutions of the Commutrtee in 
a hoſtile way by the ſtrength of the Shire : And if the inſur- 
rection or oppolttion come to that height , thar the Shire 
where it talls out 15 not able to ſuppreſſe the ſame, That the 


Committees, Colonels and Commanders of the next adja» 


cent Shires on all quarters, joyn for ſuppreſſing thereof, as 
they ſn4ll receive advertiſement. And that the (aids Forces 
_ may be kept in the berter order and diſcipline , The ſaid 
Commirtee ordains all Officers conſtantly to attend their 
charge,and that none of them upon any pretext whatſoever, 
be abſent the ſpace of three dayes, without wazrrand. With 
certification to the contraveeners hereof , that eheir places 
ſhall be declared vacand , and another eſtabliſhed in their 
charge, And the Committee of Eſtates declares,that what- 
fIever Oificer or Souldier ſhall be found guiltie of raking ar

their own hand, horſe, or any other goods fromthe ſubjects 
of this Kingdome,that he ſhall die forthe ſame. And forthe 
better regulating and putting forth of the ſaid Horſe ot iuch 
as will nor fail to put out a whole horſe, Ir is declared, that 
the greateſt rent of theſe ro be joyned for making up of 
horſe, (ill provide the horſe and man; andthe reſtto joyne 
and contiibure according to 1601. for ilk hoxſeman. And 
where the rent 15 cquall, ro caſt lots, 
Follows the Lift of the Horſe to be pnt ot of the ſeverall 
Shires,with the names of the Colonels and Rut- 
OO maſters,and their diviſions,
